Tlie  action  of  thv  Dcpaj-tment  of 
Mines  In  extending  Its  policy  of  trail 
construction  to  mining  properties  by 
the  building  o(  trunk  trails  to  min- 
eral districts  of  promise  was  warmly 
endorsed  in  all  districts  visited  by 
the  minister.  Prospectors  and 
m&iers  everywhere  were  of  the 
opinion  that  the  gtep  taken  was  one 
in  the  right  direction.  There  are 
many  sections  carrying  strong  mln- 
ersl  liullcatlonK  which  are  practically 
inaccesalble  at  present  because  of 
lack  of  transportation.  Some  parts 
of  the  North  have  been  almost  en- 
tirely neglected  as  to  Uie  mainten- 
ance of  trunk  trails  which  were 
built  many  years  ago.  While  it  lias 
been  Impassible  to  do  everything 
Imnicdifltetj  ,  the  intention  is  to  look 
after  the  repair  of  these  trails  and 
to  construct  otliers  to  such  points 
a«  are  re'commended  as  meriting 
explonttffii       as  soon  ss  possible.

It  was  stated, 
had  been  carried  on  with  great  suc- 
cess. The  Indian  and  Elsklmo  com- 
mittee administers  eighteen  schools. 
Work  among  Japanese  and  Chinese 
is  confined  to  the  Province  of 
BrIUsh  Columbia,  and  considerable 
progress  was  reported  *at  all  the 
mlsalons.  In  Toronto.  Montreal, 
Kamllton  and  Ottawa  the  work 
among  the  Jews  Is  carried  on. 

Missionary  work  orerseas  Is  pro- 
greasing  In  the  Diocese  of  Honsn  In 
China.  The  Diocese  of  Mid-Japan 
has  300  missionaries  and  more  than 
300  Japanese  workefi  W^  rk  l.i  also 
carried  on  In  the  Kaiiura  district  of 
India,  and  great  optimism  sum^unds 
the  wcH-k  In  these  foreign  flelds.  It 
was  stated.

;  iir'.'  iiay  be  achieved.  In  the  achievement  it 
stands  to  reason  that  the  strength  of  the  British 
Navy  muet  luffer  moat  It  will  be  proportion- 
ately weakened  as  (he  "ture  shield"  of  Empire. 

Polttlrlan.i  In  both  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  Statc.i  Hre  constantly  asserting  that  war 
between  the  two  countries  Is  "unthinkable."  That 
Is  the  case,  so  then,  why  should  a  naval  agree- 
ment be  neceaaary?  Whatever  such  an  agree- 
ment can  aecompllah  will  not  be  to  tee  nature  of 
grgater  security  for  the  Empire.  Not  only  will 
the  Royal  Navy  suffer  in  strength,  but  the  fact 
Great  Britain  has  entered  into  such  an 
agreement,  without  consulting  the  other  naval 
Powers,  open.s  th**  door  for  suspicion  and  Jeal- 
oualea.  The  League  of  Natlona  was  anppoaed  to 
h«v«  abolUbcd  any  neceaalty  tor  leparate  agree- 
ments reapecttog  armamenta.
